(The Dulles papers 
now c to rod in Room CE-42 consist solely of private correspondence 
..ud memorabilia which can be returned to the estate. It ha* been 
eu^gested that a final chock bo made of those papers to make cer- 
i in no classified documents are still among them which 1 may have 
cv«. rlookcd.) A

Diaries for all of 
1960 and the first half of 1961 are missing and could 
not be found in the safes and boxes originally brought 
to Langley from the Dulles residence.

Chrono 
files as the material in No. 9 and No. 10 ohove, 
constituted the disputed Category III in cor re*-’ 
pondenco between Mr. Houston and the executors 
of the Dulles estate, fiince th ee« pipers carry 
no mark of classification, it was felt at first that 
they could act be properly described an government 
property and so could bo returned to the estate at 
some undotcrrmnvd later date. On closer exam In- 
aticn, however, all lUor.* papers*, while generally 
not concerned with matters of national importance, 
were seen to bo letters to or from private persons

informally cooperating with the government in 
•intelligence matters cr offering their services 
or seeking employment or recommending others 
for employment by CIA, for which reason they 
were not classified, (for complete description 
cco my memo of 10 September 1967 to the Deputy 
Director of Security. ) It was felt that the release 
of these papero which could Subject them to some 
form of public ccrutiny might embarrass the 
writers or recipients of them or their heirs. It 
ie clear that the persons who maintained corres- 
pondence of this sort with the DCI assumed that 
extreme care would be exercised in regard to 
their contact with CIA.
